CANAL CROSSING 


Farlier reports said that the 
Canadians made another crossing of 
the Leopold Canal and plunged

The breach is roughly half- 
way between the original bridge- 
head south of Aardenburg and the 
eastern end of ‘the Leopold Canal, 
near Savojaards_ inlet. 

Simultaneous with this drive, 
heach-head troops in the north- 
eastern corner advanced two miles 
south, to link up with forces at the 
eastern end of the canal, thus form- 
ing a solid six-mile front along the 
eastern side of the “ pocket.” 


The Canadians now control 
several miles of the railway run- 
ning from the base of the inlet 
through Biervliet to Breskens.

Field-Marshal 
Rommel Dies 
Of Injuries 


The announcement, quoted by 
Reuter, said:— 
“ General Field-Marshal Rommel 
has died as a result of the severe 
injuries to his head which he 
received as Commander-in-Chief of 
an Army group in the west, in a 
motor car accident. 

“Hitler has ordered a State 
funeral. 
“ With his death, the soldierly life 
of one of our most successful army 
commanders has reached fulfilment. 
“ His name will be for ever linked 
with the two years’ heroic fight of 
the German Africa Corps.” 
A German radio announcement 
said: “In the present war, Rommel 
distinguished himself as an inflexible 
fighter, a leader, an example to his 
soldiers, and a man deeply convinced 
in National Socialism.”

Rommel, states Reuter, was the 
son of a school-teacher in Heiden- 
heim, where he was born on 
November 15th, 1891. His leader- 
ship was bold and imaginative.

He joined the army in 1910 as 
an Aspirant Officer (Fahnenjunker), 
and was drafted to the front in 1914 
as Battalion Adjutant. He served 
in the Rumanian campaign, in the 
Carpathians, and the Italian cam- 
paign of 1917.

“Prefabricated harbours,” each 
weighing 750,000. tons, which re- 
moved many of .the terrors of the 
Normandy invasion over open 
beaches, were, roughly, the size o 
Dover Harbour, it was stated last 
night in London. The plan for their 

was approved by the Chiefs of 
Staff at the Quebec Conference. 
They had to be built on the scale 
of Dover in order to accommodate 
the necessary shipping and port 
equipment. 
To provide an immediate shelter 
for the host of small craft it was 
decided to make five short break- 
waters formed of block-ships along 
the invasion toast, and 60 ships 
were ear-marked for this purpose, 
including H.M.S. Centurion and 
Allied warships. These block-ships 
made the crossing behind the assault 
troops, and were sunk by explosives, 
and the breakwaters and piers were 
towed across the Channel—100 
miles—by tugs. ' 
' Mr. Churchill had a personal in- 
terest in the solution to this 
roblem. In 1942 he wrote: “Piers 
or use on beaches — they must 
float up and down with the tide. 
The anchor problem must be 
mastered. Let me have the best 
solution worked out. Don't argue 
the matter. Their difficulties will 
argue for t ves.”

As a result, it is accorded 
a respect that rarely falls to its 
lot in the cinemas; for in Britain, 
as here, no evening’s entertain- 
ment at cinema or theatre is 
complete without the perfunctory 
patriotic gesture. If a National 
Anthem is to be regarded with 
solemnity, might it not be proper 
to reserve it for solemn 
occasions?

She has a wonderful 
mastery of the instrument, fluent eas 
technique, and beautiful tone im all 
its ranges.

Particularly moving was 
her playing in the Adagio movement, 
the shortest section of the work, with 
a lightly-scored orchestral background.
